The foundation not only carries 


the weight at the house, 
but its 


quality insures a dry basement, for 
storage purposes, and one where 
damp air will avoid the possibility 
of lack of laundering facilities.

ently have overlooked the fact that 
the basement represent* from a. 
half to a fourth of the total avail-

this specific house, precludes out - 
side ornamentation 
The weather- 
beaten

effect, tho dark 
brick of the walls, the-half-timber 
of the upper story and of the front 
gable—all these lend themselves to~ 
soUdity In the doorway, expressing 
the individuality of the house.

fully drawn preliminary plans, suf- 
fered but one change In proportion. 
To give greater width to the door, 
It was decided to widen the gable 
built for tho vestibule.

room, the use of the wider" door
